But 
I wish to ma Ire one correction — intended to correct 
it before it went to the office but it was overlooked, 
it is whore I say, "the paper of the church has but 
two subscribers in this county (Humboldt) and, 
but one that will wwste a sheet of paper to let you 
know there ever was a church in this county. " 

"In respect for the other brother that takes the 
paper, I meant to say, there is not more than two 
that' will waste a sheet of paper, &c. I wish to 
apologize for this oversight and seeming want of 
respect for a worthy brother. If I have departed 
from Btrict correctness in any other item in that ar- 
ticle I am not aware of it. Our editor nays, "we 
do not know anything about California, nor the 
California brethren further, than that there are 
some good Christian people down about Lathrop, 
some brave workers in Sen Francisco," correct 
Bro. editor, and there are just as good and courage- 
ous brethren in Humboldt county as you will find 
anywhere (my judgment for it,) so brave are they 
that tbey have refused tc patronize either man or 
papers that fail to respect the Gospel of Christ or 
the rights of man. Our editor does not like to 
hear a "whole community condemned by one man," 
neither do I like to be charged with doing any 
Buch thing, I condemn no one, much less a "whole 
community." But I do partake largely, with the 
brethren in Humboldt county, in the want of faith 
in the present policy of the church, I have tried to 
point out some things that we cannot endorse — 
have been told that I could not be heard with re- 
gard to these things, but I resolved to try because 
I could see no other organization of men that of- 
fered anything like a gospel church. With this view 
I have worked hard for. the Evangelist, some- 
times paying part of the cost to get persons to 
subscribe for it, then to nee it come bo full of 
emptiness and weakness that I could not present 
it to any man or woman of intelligence it became 
irksome, to say the least, and right here in the pa- 
per now before me, there are sentiments that have 
passed the editor's sanctum without note or com- 
ment that are sickening to think of as being held 
by intelligent Christians of today ; but it is use- 
less to attempt to throw light on such things, for I 
could not be heard. If the editor will publish this 
article correctly, I will lay down my pen until the 
convention and perhaps forever so far as church 
matters are concerned for the time of my departure 
is at hand. I have an article written on the "Lib- 
berty of the Gospel of Christ," bat I hesitate to 
send it, because it marks the line plainly between 
the troe and the superficial Christian. The editor 
oan't Bee "what in the world any one expects to 
accomplish by writing such articles," well, we 
would like to enlighten his mind on that subject, 
but feel discouraged in the undertaking, yet we 
are well pleased with the editorial on the plan for 
beginning the work of the convention, and if my 
article has in any way provoked the writing of that 
editorial, I am satisfied with the good done, for, a 
little while ago the editor was "at sea" with regard 
to any plan of procedure, now he has found a very 
good one, to with all our crooked steps, I still hope 
we may be lead, if it has to be like children, into 
the straight and narrow way. Other items deserve 
notice but space forbids.

E. Mason, A. Pearson and G. Ktmmel were appointed as a com- 
mittee on Resolutions, with results as follows : 

Besoloid.— 1. That Conventions are of great benefit to the Sab- 
hath school work, and we look forward with much hope to the 
results of this meeting. 

£. That every reasonable and goaiiel effort be made to further 
the cause of the Sabbath school as a means of Inculcating the 
teachings of Christ in the hearts of our Utile ones. 

3. That the progress of the Sabbath school cause in the Breth- 
ren church is very encouraging and we recommend Increased dili- 
gence hi every department of the work, and especially that the 
heads of families encourage their school with their punctual pree- 


Report of the Brethren 8. 8. Convention or Ohio. 

The Brethren 8. S. Convention of Ohio convened at the Bear 
Creek church, several miles West of Dayton, on Thursday even. 
Ing, June 2nd, 1687, and was opened by Edward Mason, and pray- 
er by brother Pearson. The President and Secretary being ab- 
sent, P. J. Brown was chosen to fill the former office for the time 
being, and B. E. C. Bench, the latter. 

The Address of Welcome was delivered by E. Mason, and Win. 
Klefer responded. On account of the absence of several whose 
names were on the program, It could not he carried out as It waa 
published. The weather and other contingencies also Interfered 
with the arrangements. 

The leading parts of the program were delayed till the afternoon. 

On Friday afternoon, J. M. Tombaugh. Moderator of the Con- 
venUon, was present and took his seat, and later the Secretory ar- 
rived. A part of the program tor the mora ing session was per- 
formed. 

Friday evening session, at 7 : SO. After the usual devotional 
exercises, the reports of the different Sabbath Schools were made. 
Reports were made by the Homervllle school, Louisville, Pleasant 
Hill, Fair Haven, Farmeraville, Fair View, Ashland City. Bear 
Creek, Little York, Dayton. 

The question of locating of the Convention was then considered. 
Application was made by the Fair View and Pleasant Hill 
churches. The convention was voted to the Fair View congrega- 
tion. The regular program was then taken up. "There Is Boom 
at the Top," was the subject of an Oration, by brother Jesse Gil- 
bert, and the convention requested its publication. The answer- 
ing of the queries concluded the work of the evening, and quer- 
ies were discussed by P. J. Brown, A. Pearson and Ella Oaks, and 
some discussion was engaged in on the query, whether it was ad- 
missable under any clrcu instances to have an unconverted person 
to teach in the Sabbath School, The general drift of the argu- 
ment was in favor. 

Saturday morning, June 4.— After the usual devotional exer- 
cises, brother Holainger was called upon to speak upon the sub- 
ject of the Sabbath School Missionaries. The discussion of 
queries was then taken up. 

The afternoon session opened with devotional exercises. Mis- 
cellaneous business was then taken up. The committee on nom- 
inations then reported a list, and the report waa adopted by 
the convention. The Dlalogistlc Declamation was then given by 
Laura Blllman, Ella Oaks, Bell Beeghly and Emma Johns. By 
motion Its publication was authorized, and a vote of thanks was 
tendered to the sisters who performed It, and to the author, who 
Is P. J. Brown. The move wss made by brother Hotsinger. The 
remainder of the afternoon and evening were divided between the 
Mission Meeting snd the S. S. Convention proper. The resolu- 
tions were acted upon in the Saturday evening session. 

On Sunday morning a very large audience gathered in the 
grove to hear Wm. Kiefer preich. After the sermon waa parti- 
ally delivered, a rain storm Interfered, and the congregation mov- 
ed to the Church, and It waq Ailed completely full, and then all 
could not be accommodated. 

The Children's Meeting was held In the afternoon and it was 
the moat magalflcent session of the Convention, aa It usually la. 
It waa conducted by Edward Mason and H. B. Holainger. The 
house was packed with Interested listeners. 

COMMITTBXS. 

Lizzie Bond and Julius Ktmmel were appointed as a committee 
to receive queries. 

Wm. Kiefer, John W. Watson and Clara Musselman were the 
committee en the Nominations, and their report waa adopted

above where we snail meet never to part again. 

NOTES, 

Eld. H. R. Holsinger preached to a very large audience at the 
church on Sunday evening, Juneotb. , 

Tbe brethren set a ti rat-claw table in the basement of the 
church and meals were served Tor 211 cents. 

Bro. J. M. Tombaugh made an excellent chairman, and Is an 
enthusiastic worker. 

A lively discussion followed a query asked members of the con- 
vention, concerning the right or wrong of holding church festi- 
vals. It became rather an Interesting matter because the breth- 
ren had an Ice cream stand on the ground, also a lemonade stand. 
But these were not a church festival, and the brethren did a good 
act by doing so. There is a saloon on the pike, a short distance 
from the church and thev had made big calculations in selling 
their stuff, but the wisdom of tbe brethren beaded them off, and 
the boys were kept out of tbe saloon and away from dangerous as- 
sociation and bad drinking.

The Ohio Home Mission Board. 

The Mission Meeting of the Brethren church of Ohio, was held 
in connection with the Brethren S. S, Convention, at the Bear 
Creek church, near Dayton, Ohio. The first business before the 
meeting was a report read by the Secretary of the Mission Board 
appointed at Louisville, Ohio, in 1*88. By motion the report waa 
accepted, and the work of the Board was commended. A motion 
wae also passed authorizing the Board to pay for the stationary 
required In correspondence ; and also to pay the traveling ex ileus- 
es of the Secretary to and from the meetings. These motions 
were both out of place and the last is unwise, but they were pass- 
ed without any forethought, and the work can be undone at the 
next meeting. 

The nature of the relation between the Mission Meeting of the 
Churches of Ohio, does not admit of the passing of motions au- 
thorizing tbe State Board to use money for anv purpose. The 
whole control of finances has been entrusted to the Board, But 
tbe Mission Meeting will not transcend its rights by advising the 
Board, as to the proper ways in using the funds secured. 

The Secretary acknowledges the fact that he has no better right 
to receive expenses Incurred in traveling than the other members 
of the Board, and we are of the opinion that be will not take what 
no one except the Board of which he is the Secretary, has the 
right togtve him. 

A motion carried to arrange for the election of new members of 
the Board, and to fix the term of office for the old, and the com- 
mittee's report was as follows : One year, 0. A.Coler. Two years, 
Isaac Kilhefner. Three years, Jacob Hazeu. Four years, D. Mil- 
ler. Five years, Kenry Human. This wilt require the election of 
a new member next year. 

A motion was also passed, authorizing the Bbalr to appoint a 
committee of three to draft a constitution, for the better govern- 
ment of the meeting In the future, to be submitted at the next 
annual meeting. The chair appointed £. Mason, Samuel Kietil 
and Wm. Kiefer as this committee. The following resolution 
was passed by the meeting : 

Sttuletd, That this Missionary Meeting of the state of Ohio, 
express their unanimous approval of the manner they have adopt- 
ed in carrying on Mission work, which is that each congfegation 
in tbe state appoint solicitors to collect money for a geneiVj state 
fund, and that a mission board shall be authorized to use this 
fund to the best advantage in spreading tbe gospel within Its own 
state limits, and that we respectfully recommend that this system 
of state missionary organization be adopted by the whole church 
assembled in general convention at Mllford, next September ; and 
that we give as our best judgment, that, until each state has a 
missionary organization of her own, we cannot successfully carry 
on a National Missionary organization. 

We failed to get tbe report of the Secretary of the Board, but 
we expect that he will favor the Brethren of Ohio with Its publi- 
cation.
